The dress of a fully equipped diver 
weighs, in round numbers, 170 pounds. 
Taking off his everyday garb, the diver 
pulls on bis thick underclothing—a 
white knitted sweater aud trousers and 
a pair of ribbed stockings, also white. 
Should he intend to work in unusually 
deep water, be puts on two, sometimes 
three, sets of underclothing, to relieve 
the pressure of the water. 
The woolen clothing donned, the next 
garment is the diving dress, measuring 
for a man of average height 5 feet 5 
inches from the collar to the sole of the 
foot. Tnis dress is made of solid sheet 
india rubber, covered on both sides with 
tanned twill. It has a doable collar, the 
inner one to poll up round the neck, 
and the outer one, of red india rubber, 
to go over the breastplate and form a 
water tight joint 
The cuffs also are of 
red india rnbber and fit tightly round 
the wrists, making, when secured by 
the vulcanized india rnbber rings, wa­ 
ter tight joints, at the same time leav­ 
ing the diver’s bauds free. In the outer 
collar 12 holes are bored for securing 
the breastplate. This is made of tinned 
copper. 
The outer edge is of brass and 
has 12 screws firmly fitted ta it at in­ 
tervals and projecting upward. 
These 
projections pass through the correspond­ 
ing holes in the outer collar of the dress. 
The baud of the breastplate is in four 
sections, and the holes in the sections 
pass over the protecting screws and are 
secured in place by wing nntsor thumb­ 
screws* 
A little careful consideration 
will make it clear that the dress is held 
in position by its rubber collar, with 
the aid of the breastplate flange and 
wing nuts. 
The upper edge of the breastplate is 
fitted with a neck ring and a segmental 
screw. The use of this we shall present­ 
ly explain. 
The boots are of stout leather, with 
leaden soles, and are secured over the 
instep by buckles aud straps. The pair 
weighs 32 pound*—four pounds over 
the quarter of a hundredweight. 
The 
lead soles are firmly attached by copper 
rivets. The tongues of the boots are 
very wide. 
Boots intended for rough 
work are fitted with metal toe caps. 
Thus far—underclothing, dress, breast­ 
plate and boots—is our diver arrayed. 
He has now to be weighted. 
Lead 
weights of 40 pounds each, shield or 
heart shaped, are suspended back and 
front by means of gun metal clips and 
studs or tabs and lashings. He has now 
only to pat on his helmet and to affix 
the air pipe. 
The helmet, like the breastplate, is 
of tinned copper and is fitted with a 
segment bayonet screw at the neck, cor­ 
responding to that mentioned as belong­ 
ing to the breastplate. The eighth of a 
turn, and the helmet is firmly secured, 
being both air and water tight. 
It has 
three strong plate glasses in brass 
frames, protected by guards, two oval 
at the sides and A round one in front. 
The front can be unscrewed to enable 
the diver to give orders without remov 
ing any other portion of the dress. 
An 
outlet valve is provided at the side or 
back of the helmet, which the diver 
can close should he wish to rise to the 
surface. 
This valve allows the breathed 
air to escape, yet prevents the entrance 
of water. 
At the side of the front glass is 
mechanical arrangement for getting rid 
of the excess of air, and it also assists 
when the back outlet valve is closed in 
regulating the expansion of the dress 
in risiug to the surface. There is also 
an inlet valve, and this is constructed 
so as to allow the air to enter, but not 
to escape, in case of a break in the air 
pipe. The air pipe is made in lengths of 
from 45 to HO feet, fitted together by 
means of gun metal joints. 
Securely 
connected with the helmet by means of 
the inlet valve and an elbow tube, the 
other end of the air pipe is fitted on to 
the nozzle of the air delivering diviug 
pump 
His leather belt is buckled on, bis 
knife, well sharpened and of strong 
steel, covered w ith u metal cape to keep 
it dry and intact, is slung upi u it. and 
after ta k in g a drink, cr a lift 
:ht 
refreshment, the word i* civeu 
AU 
right,” the face glass serestd on, anti 
receiving a tap on the helmet as a sig­ 
nal to descend down be goes by rope or 
ladder, either of which must hew* .glu­ 
ed at the bottom. 
Each diver while under water re­ 
quires a signalman to hold his life line 
(that is, the line fastened round his 
waist by which he is hauled up) and the 
air pipe, both of which shoo’d be kept 
just taut, so that any movements of the 
diver may be felt. 
The signalman ie 
of the utmost importance to the diver. 
Indeed, to use the words of a diver 
with whom we recently talked, he is 
his life. 
He mast exercise the utmost 
vigilance all the time that the diver is 
down. 
Should the attendant give one 
pull on the life line it signifies, “ How 
are yon getting on?” If all is well, the 
diver gives an answering pull to re­ 
assure tho*-© above. 
Two pulls on the 
air pipe given by the diver mean “ more 
air” (pump faster), m d so on through­ 
out the code of signals. 


AD addition to toe signal code modern 
invention has adapted and utilized the 
telephone, and a speaking apparatus 
for men w orking at a depth of 60 feet 
or more is frequently used. The electric 
light also is now em ployed by divers 
working at a depth beyoud 20 feet.—

The Pascal on Trial Wa* Gnilty ami 
Proved So Beyond a Doubt, but th* 
Shrewd Lawyer Found a Way to 
Win HI* Case. 


When Colorado was organized as a 
territory, there was little English used 
outside of 
Denver 
and the mining 
camps. Tin rest of the thinly scattered 
country was as Spanish as any part of 
our latest America. 
Not Castilians, of 
course—more likely a general mixture 
of Aztec and Apache and a lot of other 
strains of blood, but certainly Spanish 
in name and in speech. 
* Tho govern­ 
ment recognized that it had a difficult 
task before it in bringing these ‘greas­ 
ers’ to understand the very beginning of 
the obligations and the duties of their 
American citizenship 
One of the most 
trusted agents in this campaign of edu­ 
cation was J u d g e Hallett, who was put 
in charge of tho judicial system of the 
new territory. 
From that time to this 
he has beeu at the head of the federal 
judiciary in the great and prosperous 
state of Colorado Despite this fierceness 
of rebuke aud countless C it ie s of tem­ 
per no jcdge has ever been so respected 
as be along tl)e great divide. 
When ho first went on circuit, the bar 
left Denver with bim and traveled in a 
body both for sociability and for safety. 
Then there w as no railroad, the only 
means of reaching any place from any 
other being along a slightly marked 
trail barely passable for horses. By slow ; 
stages th© bench and the bar reached j 
Trinidad u n d e r the cold shadows of the J 
Sangre de Cristo range. 
These Spanish 
names were an incessant annoyance to i 
Judge Hallett, who declaimed against j 
each one in turn and announced his j 
purpose of memorializing the secretary 
of the interior to have them all made I 
American. Of a piece with this was his I 
attitude toward the prevailing Spanish j 
speech of the country. 
He objected to I 
it. 
Among the first rules of bis court I 
was that which provided that all its 
transactions should be in English, and 
that if litigants objected to the work of 
the sworn interpreter that was their 
own lookout. It might encourage them 
to learn to talk “ American,” as they 
ought. 
In Trinidad Colonel Taylor of the 
bar was retained for the defense in a 
case where no defense was possible. 
The' place was full of witnesses who 
had seen the deed done, whatever it 
may have been, for that is unimportant 
The prosecuting attorney put on wit­ 
ness after witness to prove the facts. 
He made a perfect case, and he demand­ 
ed that full punishment be inflicted. It 
was a difficult situation for Colonel 
Taylor. His client was guilty beyond a 
doubt. Cross examination of the wit­ 
nesses could only make that fact more 
distinct, and for that reason he did 
uotbing so foolish. 
The case was alto­ 
gether Spanish. Criminal, witnesses, 
audience—there were not six words of 
English in the whole outfit. The inter­ 
preter bad been called on for every word 
which had gone back and forth through­ 
out the trial. 
Colonel Taylor arose to 
make his plea He surveyed the cluster 
of dark faces which filled the shed in 
which the coart was sitting. 
“ Caballeros.” he began—“ caballeros 
del jurado”— 
There was a loud whacking of the 
gavel by Judge Hallett as soon as he 
caught the sound of the language which 
he despised so heartily. 
“ Mr. Taylor, Mr. Taylor,” he shout­ 
ed, “as a member of the bar of this 
coart yon must be aware that all its 
transactions must be conducted in the 
English language, the language of this 
country, 
if I thought that yon were 
using Spanish maliciously, I should 
| punish yon soundly for such contempt 
of this court 
You w ill address this 
court of the United States in United 
States and in no other speech, language 
or dialect ” 
“ I bow to your honor’s ruling, ” con­ 
tinued Colonel Taylor and resumed his 
plea, bat in English and with the as­ 
sistance of the interpreter. He told the 
greaser jury how the sight of their 
proud Castilian lineaments had caused 
him to forget a rule of the court and to 
address them in the sonorous speech of 
Spain, from which their proud fore­ 
fathers came. He obeyed the jndge, bot 
be felt the restraint of having to make 
his pleading through the assistance of 
the interpreter 
It was a simple matter 
which be could set right in a few sen 
tences of their own language, but he 
feared that m English be could not do 
so w ell: yet he hoped that they woald 
not see a fellow citizen punished solely 
for the reason that his advocate was not 
allowed to address a Spanish jury in 
their own tongue. 
Harping on this 
theme, he avoided any discussion of the 
evidence which bore so heavily on his 
client, and in bis peroration he paid a 
glowing tribute to the language of Don 
Quixote and Queen Isabella. This done, 
he fled from the spot and was not seen 
until court had arisen for the day. 
When they next met, the prosecuting 
attorney wanted to know why he had 
not been on hand to receive congratula­ 
tions on the acqnittai of his client 
“ They set him free without a stain 
on his character and without their seat 
and it was all due to your Spanish. 
Why didn’t you wait? You’re the hero 
of the whole population. ”

The dress of a fully equipped diver 
weighs, in round numbers, 170 pounds. 
Taking off his everyday garb, tho diver 
pulls ou his thick underclothing—a 
white knitted sweater aud trousers and 
a pair of ribbed stockings, also white, 
should he intend to work in nnnsunlly 
deep water, be puts on two, sometimes 
three, sets of underclothing, to relieve 
the pressure of the water. 
The woolen clothing donned, the next 
garment is the diving dress, measuring 
for a man of average height 5 feet 5 
inches from the collar to the sole of the 
foot. 
Tnis dress is made of solid sheet 
india rubber, covered on both sides with 
tanned twill. It has a doable collar, the 
inner ono to pull np round tho neck, 
and the outer one, of red india rubber, 
to go over the breastplate aud form a 
water tight joint 
The cuffs also are of 
red india rnbber and fit tightly round 
the wrists, making, when secured by 
the vulcanized india rnbber rings, w a­ 
ter tight joints, at the same time leav­ 
ing the diver’s hands free. In the outer 
collar 12 holes are bored for securing 
the breastplate. This is made of tinned 
copper. 
Tho oater edge is of brass and 
bas 12 screws firmly fitted to it at in­ 
tervals and projecting upward. 
These 
projections pass through tho correspond­ 
ing holes in the outer collar of the dress. 
The baud of the breastplate is in four 
sections, aud the holes in the sections 
pass over the protecting screws and ere 
secured in place by wing nuts or thum b­ 
screws. 
A little careful consideration 
will make it clear that the dress is held 
in position by its rnbber collar, with 
the aid of the breastplate flange and 
wing nuts. 
The upper edge of the breastplate is 
fitted with a neck ring and a segmental 
screw. The ase of this we shall present­ 
ly explain. 
The hoots are of stout leather, with 
leaden soles, and are secured over the 
instep by buckles and straps. The pair 
weighs 32 pounds—four pounds over 
the qnarter of a hundredweight. 
The 
lead soles are firmly attached by copper 
rivets. 
The tongues of the boots are 
very wide. 
Boots intended for rough 
work are fitted w ith metal toe caps. 
Thus far— underclothing, dress, breast­ 
plate and boots— is oar diver arrayed. 
He has now to be weighted. 
Lead 
weights of 40 pounds each, shield or 
heart shaped, are suspended back and 
front by means of gun metal clips and 
studs or tabs and lashings. He has now 
only to put on his helmet and to affix 
the air pipe. 
The helmet, like the breastplate, is 
of tinned copper and is fitted with a 
segment bayonet screw at the neck, cor- 
respohdiug to that mentioned as belong­ 
ing to the breastplate. The eighth of a 
turn, and the helmet is firmly secured, 
being both air and w atertight. 
It has 
three strong 
plate glasses in brass 
frames, protected by guards, two oval 
at the sides aud a round one in front. 
The front can be unscrewed to enable 
the diver to give orders without remov­ 
ing any other portion of the dress. 
An 
outlet valve is provided at the side or 
back of the helmet, which the diver 
can close should he wish to rise to the 
snrface. 
This valve allows the breathed 
air to escape, yet prevents the entrance 
of water. 
At the side of the front glass is a 
mechanical arrangement for getting rid 
of the excess of air, and it also assists 
when the back outlet valve is closed in 
regulating the expansion of the dress 
in risiug to the surface 
There is also 
an inlet valve, and this is constructed 
so as to allow the air to enter, but not 
to escape, in case of a break in the air 
pipe. The air pipe is made in lengths of 
from 45 to HO feet, fitted together by 
means of gun metal joints. 
Securely 
connected with the helmet by means of 
the inlet valve and an elbow tube, the 
other eud of the air pipe is fitted on to : 
the nozzle of the air delivering diving 
pump. 
His leather belt is buckled on, bis 
knife, well sharpened and of strong 
steel, covered with a metal 
to keep 
it dry and intact, is slung opt ti it. and 
after taking a drink, or a lift 
Tit 
refreshment, the word i* given 
‘ All 
rig h t,” the face glass screw cd on, and 
receiving a tap on the helmet ?is a sig­ 
nal to descend down he goes by rope or 
ladder, either of which must he weight­ 
ed at the bottom. 
Each diver while nuder water re­ 
quires a signalman to bold his life line 
(that is, the line fastened round his 
waist by which he is hauled up) and the 
air pipe, both of which should be kept 
just taut, so that any movements of the 
diver may be felt. 
The signalman is 
of the utmost importance to the diver. 
Indeed, to use the words of a diver 
with whom we recently talked, he is 
tis life. 
He mast exercise the utmost 
vigilance all the time that the diver is 
down. 
Should the attendant give one 
pull on the life line it signifies, “ How 
ere you getting on?” If all is well, the 
diver gives an answering pull to re­ 
assure those above. 
Two pulls on the 
air pipe givin by the diver mean “ more 
a ir” (pump faster), nod so on through­ 
out the code of signals.

When Colorado was organized as a 
territory, there was little English used 
outside of 
Denver 
and the mining 
camps. Th3 rest of the thinly scattered 
country was as Spanish as any part of 
our latest America. 
Not Castilians, of 
course— more likely a general mixture 
of Aztec and Apache and a lot of other 
strains of blood, but certainly Spanish 
in name and in speech. 
“ Tho govern­ 
ment recognized that it had a difficult 
task before it in bringing these ‘greas­ 
ers’ to understand the very beginning of 
the obligations and the duties of their 
American citizenship 
One of the most 
trusted agents in this campaign of edu­ 
cation was Judge Ballett, who was put 
in charge of the judicial system of the 
: new territory. 
From that time to this 
he has been at the head of the federal 
; judiciary in the great and prosperous 
state of Colorado Despite this fierceness 
of rebuke aud countless oddities of tem ­ 
per no judge has ever been so respected 
as be along tf;e great divide. 
When bo first went on circuit, the bar 
left Denver with bim and traveled in a 
body both for sociability and for safety. 
Then there was no railroad, the only 
means of reaching any place from any 
other being along a slightly marked 
trail barely passable for horses. By slow 
stages the bench and the bar reached 
Trinidad under the cold shadows of the 
Sangre de Cristo range. 
These Spanish 
names were an incessant annoyance to 
Judge Ballett, who declaimed against 
each one in turn and annonnced his 
purpose of memorializing the secretary 
of the interior to have them all made 
American. Of a piece with this was hie 
attitude toward the prevailing Spanish 
speech of the country. 
He objected to 
it. 
Among the first rules of his court 
was that which provided that all its 
transactions should be in English, and 
that if litigants objected to the work of 
the sworn interpreter that was their 
own lookout. 
It m ight encourage them 
to learn to talk “ American,” as they 
ought. 
In Trinidad Colonel Taylor of the 
bar was retained for the defense in a 
case where no defense was possible. 
The- place was full of witnesses who 
had seen the deed done, whatever it 
may have been, for that is unimportant 
The prosecuting attorney put on w it­ 
ness after witness to prove the facts. 
He made a perfect case, and he demand­ 
ed that full punishment be inflicted. It 
was a difficult situation for Colonel 
Taylor. His client was guilty beyond a 
doubt. 
Cross examination of the wit- ; 
nesses could only make that fact more j 
distinct, and for that reason he did J 
nothing so foolish 
The case was alto- j 
gether Spanish. 
Criminal, witnesses, j 
audience—there were not six words of 
English in the whole outfit. The inter­ 
preter hmi been called on for every word 
which had gone back and forth through­ 
out the trial. 
Colonel Taylor arose to 
make his plea He surveyed the cluster 
of dark faces which filled the shed in 
which the court was sitting. 
“ Caballeros,” he began—“ caballeros 
del jurado” — 
There was a loud whacking of the 
gavel by Judge H ailett as soon as he 
caught the sound of the language which 
he despised so heartily. 
“ Mr. Taylor, Mr. Taylor,” he shout­ 
ed, “ as a member of the bar of this 
court you must be aware that all its 
transactions m ust be conducted in the 
English language, the language of this 
country, 
if I thought that you were 
using Spanish maliciously, I should 
punish you soundly for such contempt 
of this court. 
You will address this 
court of the United States in United 
States and in no other speech, language 
or dialect. ” 
“ I bow to your honor’s ruling, ” con­ 
tinued Colonel Taylor and resumed his 
plea, but in English and with the as­ 
sistance of the interpreter. He told the 
greaser jury bow the sight of their 
proud Castilian lineaments had caused 
him to forget a rule of the court and to 
address them in the sonorous speech of 
Spain, from which their proud fore­ 
fathers came He obeyed the judge, but 
be felt the restraint of having to make 
bis pleading through the assistance of 
the interpreter. It was a simple m atter 
which he could set right in a few sen 
fences of their own language, but he 
feared that rn English he could not do 
so w e ll; yet he hoped that they would 
not see a fellow citizen punished solely 
for the reason th at his advocate was not 
allowed to address a Spanish jury in 
their own tongue. 
Harping on this 
theme, he avoided any discussion of the 
evidence which bore so heavily on his 
client, and in his peroration he paid a 
glowing tribute to the language of Don 
Quixote and Queen Isabella. This done, 
he fled from the spot and was not seen 
until court had arisen for the day.

Philadelphia contains one relic of the 
flays of William Penn which is un­ 
known to most inhabitants of the Quak­ 
er City It is a small portion of ground 
which still retains by virtue of a pro­ 
vision in the charter its original charac­ 
ter. 
Right in the heart of the business 
section of the city it lies, the only place 
for miles around that bears no foot­ 
prints of the march of progress and com­ 
merce, the only building lot in the city 
which bas never been near the bands of 
a real estate agent 
You have but to go down W alnut 
street to Second, turn up Second until 
you come to a little iron gate on the 
east side of the street, swing it back aud 
enter aud yon stand within the Indian 
reservation. 
In the days when Philadelphia used 
to be the metropolis of the red men, and 
they came by various trails across the 
country and down the Delaware to bold 
council there, it grew necessary for them 
to have some appointed spot for their 
conclaves. William Penn dedicated this 
reservation to them as a trysting place 
and provided that it should be sacred to 
their use forever. 
It is a foreign enough place now, 
shut in as it is by'high buildings on 
nearly every side. The old Onion Tele­ 
graph office confronts it on one side, a 
wholesale liquor dealer’s store backs up 
against it on another, and a high board 
fence chokes off the last hope of any 
outlook from the place. 
There is co mark to tell of its original 
use or to stamp it as one of the curiosi­ 
ties of the day 
One’s only solace for 
his grievance is to imagine that the 
stealthy tread of moccasiued feet is still 
echoing there and that the strange 
words of the redskin’s tongue have left 
some spell upon the place 
In size it is a poor comment upou 
Penn’s generosity, for it scarcely affords 
room sufficient to torn a wagon aud a 
pair of horses. 
Perhaps because of its 
microscopic dimensions there has never 
been any attempt to encroach upon the 
rights of the old reservation. 
For more than a century it has stood 
in its native state in the midst of the 
great city, a relic of a pathetic past, an 
heirloom for owners who will never 
reclaim it.—New York Herald.

Philadelphia contains one relic of the 
days of William Penn which is un­ 
known to most inhabitants of the Quak­ 
er City It is a sm all portion of ground 
which still retains by virtue of a pro­ 
vision in the charter its original charac­ 
ter. 
R ight in tho heart of the business 
section of tho city it lies, the only place 
f» r m iles around that hears no foot* 
printsof the march of progress and com­ 
merce, the only building lot in the city 
which bas never been near the hands of 
a real estate agent. 
You have but to go down W alnut 
street to Second, turn up Second until 
you come to a little iron gate on the 
euet side of the street, swing it back aud 
enter and you stand within the Indian 
reservation. 
In the days when Philadelphia used 
to he the metropolis of the red men, aud 
they carne by various trails across the 
country and down the Delaware to hold 
council there, it grew necessary for them 
to have some appointed spot for their 
conclaves. William Penn dedicated this 
reservation to them as a trysting place 
and provided that it should he sacred to 
their use forever. 
It is a foreign enongb place now, 
shut in as it is by'high buildings on 
nearly every side. The old Union Tele­ 
graph office confronts it on one side, a 
wholesale liquor dealer’s store backs up 
against it on another, and a high board 
fence chokes off the last hope of any 
outlook from the place. 
There is co mark to tell of its original 
use or to stamp it as one of the curiosi­ 
ties of the day 
One’s only solace for 
hie grievance is to imagine that the 
stealthy tread of moccasined feet is still 
echoing there and that the strange 
words of the redskin’s tongue have left 
eome spell upon the place 
In size it is a poor comment upon 
Penn’s generosity, for it scarcely affords 
room sufficient to tnrn a wagon aud a 
pair of horses. 
Perhaps because of its 
microscopic dimensions there bas never 
been any attempt to encroach upon the 
rights of the old reservation. 
For more than a century it has stood 
in its native state in the midst of the 
great city, a relic of a pathetic past, an 
heirloom for owners who will never 
reclaim it.—New York Herald.

And what is better, the conditions in 
onr favor are growing stronger with 
each succeeding day.” 
When asked whether the war revenue 
measure woald be interfered with at 
tbi9 session of congress, Mr. Tayler said :

Around the walls were ranged 
marble bust* of dead and gone chief 
justices. In view of the destruction that 
has overtaken these grave effigies, it is 
worth while to recall them. Beginning 
at the right of the clock there were, in 
order, John Jay, Oliver Ellsworth, 
Roger B. Taney, Morrison R. Waite, 
and on the left cf the clock John Rut­ 
ledge (who, though nominated, was 
never confirmed), John Marshall and 
Salmon P. Chase. 
If it be true, as rumored, that several 
of the supporting columns at the main 
entrance of the building are out of 
plumb, lovers of noble architecture the 
world over will experience a profound 
shock. 
There are 24 columns support­ 
ing the grand central portico, which is 
160 feet wide. They carry a pediment 
of 80 feet span, framing Persico’s cele 
brated group, the “ Genius of America.’ 
This group is cut in sandstone, after a 
design made by John Quincy Adams. 
The commission was given to Lnigi 
Persico, a Roman, and one of the most 
illustrious sculptors of his day. Amen 
ca ie shown as a female figure in armor, 
with an eagle perched at her feet. She 
is pointing to Justice, the traditional 
figure, scales and all, except that she 
also holds the constitution of the Unit­ 
ed States. 
Included in the group is a 
figure allegorical of Hope, to whom 
America seems to be turning an attentive 
ear. 
Another group of Persico’s, chiseled 
in 1846, is the “ Discovery of America.” 
The armor of Columbus is a faithful 
copy of the original suit of armor worn 
by the explorer and still preserved iii 
Genoa. 
This group is mounted on one 
of the great buttresses on a level with 
the portico. On the other is Greenough’s 
“ Civilization; or, The First Settlement 
of America,” being an incident of fron­ 
tier life. 
Like its colossal companion 
piece, it cost $24,000.

On the 16 panels into 
which the door is divided are portrayed 
in high relief scenes representing the 
principal events in the life of Colum­ 
bus.

The wagon will be similar to the 
postoffice wagons in use iii the cities 
The postman will start from Westmin­ 
ster in the morning aud visit a number 
of small towns in the vicinity, collect­ 
ing and delivering mail en route.

be allowed to place a letter box at the 
roadside, in which bis mail can be de­ 
posited by the carrier, and from which 
the carrier will take the outgoing mail 
At several small places where there is 
no postoffice a nam ber of boxes will fie 
pat up which will practically form an 
automatic postoffice. 
The inventor of the scheme will act 
as postmaster and will sell stamps, 
money orders, etc., stamp letters and 
assort them for the mails. 
While driv 
ing out in the morning he will assort 
the mail for delivery, and when return­ 
ing be will prepare it to be placed on 
the train 
He expects to barely make 
expenses, but tho government will pay 
him a royalty on all similar wagons 
should the scheme be put in general

Some time ago a resident 
of Westminster, Md., wrote to the de­ 
partment offering to build such a post­ 
office, to be drawn by two horses and 
to establish a system between West­ 
minster aud the surrounding villages, 
covering a distance of 30 miles, for 
$1,375 a year 
The plan was accepted 
recettly. 
The wagon will he similar to the 
postoffice wagons in use in the cities 
The postman will start from Westmin­ 
ster in the morning and visit a number 
of small tow ns in the vicinity, collect­ 
ing and delivering mail en route. 
Any 
farmer living within two miles of the 
road along which the wagon passes will 
be allowed to place a letter box at the 
roadside, in which his mail can be de­ 
posited by the carrier, and from which 
the carrier will take the outgoing mail 
At several small places where there is 
no postoffice a number of boxes will be 
put up which will practically form an 
automatic postoffice. 
The inventor of the scheme will act 
as postmaster and will sell stamps, 
money orders, etc., stamp letters and 
assort them for the mails. 
While driv 
ing out in the morning he will assort 
the mail for delivery, aud when return­ 
ing be will prepare it to be placed on 
the train 
He expects to barely make 
expenses, but the government will pay 
bim a royalty on all similar wagons 
should the scheme be put in general 
operation

The dress of a folly equipped diveT 
weighs, in round num bers 170 pounds. 
Taking off his everyday garb, the diver 
pulls on bis thick underclothing—a 
white knitted sweater aud trousers and 
a pair of ribbed stockings, also white. 
Sbonld be intend to work in unusually 
deep water, be puts on two, sometimes 
three, sets of underclothing, to relieve 
the pressure of the water. 
The woolen clothing donned, the next 
garment is the diving dress, measuring 
for a man of average height 5 feet 5 
inches from the collar to the sole of the 
foot. 
Tnis dress is made of solid sheet 
india rubber, covered on both sides with 
tanned twill. It has a double collar, the 
inner one to poll up round the neck, 
aud the outer one, of red india robber, 
to go over the breastplate aud form a 
water tight joint 
The cuffs also are of 
red india rubber aud fit tightly round 
the wrists, making, when secured by 
the vulcanized india robber rings, w a­ 
ter tight joints, at the same time leav­ 
ing the diver’s bands free. In the outer 
collar 12 holes are bored for securing 
the breastplate. This is made of tinned 
copper. 
The outer edge is of brass and 
has 12 screws firmly fitted t i it at in­ 
tervals and projecting upward. 
These 
projections pass through the correspond­ 
ing holes in theouter collar of thedress. 
The baud of the breastplate is iii four 
sections, and the boles in the sections 
pass over the protecting screws and are | 
secured in place by wing nuts or tbnmb- 
screwBi 
A little careful consideration 
will make it clear that thedress is held 
in position by its rubber collar, with 
the aid of the breastplate flange and 
wing nuts. 
The upper edge of the breastplate is 
fitted with a neck ring and a segmental 
screw. The ase of this we shall present­ 
ly explain. 
The boots are of stout leather, with 
leaden soles, and are secured over the 
instep by buckles and straps. The pair 
weighs 32 pounds— four pounds over 
the quarter of a hundredweight. 
The 
lead soles are firmly attached by copper 
rivets. 
The tongues ©f the boots are 
very wide. 
Boots intended for rough 
work are fitted with metal toe caps. 
Thus far— underclothing, dress, breast­ 
plate and boots— is our diver arrayed.

weights of 40 pounds each, shield or 
heart shaped, are suspended back and 
front by means of gun inetal clips and 
studs or tabs aud lashings. He has uow 
only to put on his helmet and to affix 
the air pipe. 
The helmet, like the breastplate, is 
of tinned copper and is fitted with a 
segment bayonet screw at the neck, cor­ 
responding to th at mentioned as belong­ 
ing to the breastplate.

When Colorado was organized as a 
territory, there was little English used 
outside of 
Denver 
and the mining 
camps. T h 3 rest of the thinly scattered 
country was as Spanish as any part of 
our latest America. 
Not Castilians, of 
coarse— more likely a general mixture 
of Aztec and Apache and a lot of other 
strains of blood, but certainly Spanish 
in name and iu speech. 
“ Tho govern­ 
ment recognized that it had a difficult 
task before it in bringing these ‘greas­ 
ers’ to understand the very beginning of 
the obligations and the duties of their 
American citizenship 
One of the most 
trusted agents iii this campaign of edu­ 
cation was .lodge Hallett, who was put 
in charge of the judicial system of the 
new territory. 
From that time to this 
he has been at the head of the federal 
judiciary in the great and prosperous 
j. tate of Colorado Despite this fierceness 
of rebuke aud countless oddities of tem ­ 
per no judge has ever been so respected 
as he along ti)© great divide. 
When he first went on circuit, the bar 
left Denver with him and traveled in a 
body both for sociability and for safety. 
Then there was no railroad, the only 
means of reaching any place from any 
other being along a slightly marked 
trail barely passable for horses. By slow 
stapes the bench and the bar reached 
Trinidad under the cold shadows of the 
Sangre de Cristo range. 
These Spanish 
names were an incessant annoyance to 
Judge Hallett, who declaimed against 
each one in turn and announced his 
purpose of memorializing the secretary 
of the interior to have them all made 
American. Of a piece with this was his 
attitude toward the prevailing Spanish 
speech of the country. 
He objected to

In Trinidad Colonel Taylor of the 
bar was retained for the defense in a 
case where no defense was possible. 
The place was full of witnesses who 
had seen the deed done, whatever it 
may have been, for that is unimportant 
The prosecuting attorney put on w it­ 
ness after witness to prove the facts. 
He made a perfect case, and he demand­ 
ed that full punishment be inflicted. It 
was a difficult situation for Colonel 
Taylor 
His client was guilty beyond a 
doubt. 
Cross examination of the w it­ 
nesses could ouly make that fact more 
distinct, and for that reason he did 
nothing so foolish 
The case was alto­ 
gether Spanish. 
Criminal, witnesses, 
audience—there were not six words of 
English in the whole outfit. The inter­ 
preter had been called on for every word 
which had gone back and forth through­ 
out the trial. 
Colonel Taylor arose to 
make his plea 
He surveyed the cluster 
of dark faces which filled the shed in 
which the court was sitting. 
“ Caballeros." he began— "caballeros 
del jurado"— 
There was a loud whacking of the 
gavel by Judge Hallett as soon as he 
caught the sound of the language which 
he despised so heartily. 
"Mr. Taylor, Mr. Taylor," he shout­ 
ed, “ as a member of the bar of this 
court you must be aware that all its 
transactions must be conducted iu the 
English language, the language of this 
country, 
lf I thought that you were 
using Spanish maliciously, I should 
punish yon soundly for such contempt 
of this court 
You w ill address this 
court of the United States in United 
States and in no other speech, language 
or dialect." 
“ I bow to your bouor's ruling, ’’ con- 
tinned Colonel Taylor and resumed his 
plea, but in English and with the as 
sistance of the interpreter. 
He told the 
greaser jury how the sight of their

We are famishing the whole world 
with w ire nails. We send them to every 
grand division of the globe aud to every 
civilized and half civilized co u n try - 
even to Germany. France, Belgium and 
Great Britain, where the iron trade is 
supposed by popular fallacy to be fur­ 
ther advanced than in the United .States.

The export of wire nails may be said 
to have commenced in 1888, wbeu we 
shipped 1,547,098 pounds to foreign 
countries. 
The popularity of this new 
prodnct developed so rapidly that dur­ 
ing the fiscal year of 1898, ten years 
later, the exports had reached 22,894,* 
099 pounds. The price bas been m u ­ 
lling down with equal velocity. In 1888 
wire nails sold for IO cents a pound; in 
1898 they sell for 2 cents a poand, or 
bbout the same price that the manufac­ 
turers of Great Britain ask for steel 
rails. 
In Chicago in 1890 the average 
price was $2 51 a keg; in 1898 P is

If it be true, as rumored, that, several j 
of the supporting columns at the main 
entrance of the building are out of j 
plumb, lovers of noble architecture the I 
world over w ill experience a profound 
shock. 
There are 24 colum ns support- j 
iug the grand central portico, which is 
160 feet wide. 
They carry a pediment 
of 80 feet span, framing Persico’s cele 
brated group, the “ G eniusof Am erica.” 
This group is cut iu sandstone, after a 
design made by John Quincy Adams 
The commission was given to Luigi 
Persico, a Roman, aud one of the most 
illustrious sculptors of his day. Amen 
ca is shown as a female figure in armor, 
with an eagle perched at her feet. She 
is pointing to Justice, the traditional 
figure, scales aud all, except that she 
also holds the constitution of the U nit­ 
ed States. 
Included in the group is a 
figure allegorical of Hope, to whom 
America seems to be turning an attentive 
ear. 
Another group of Persico’s, chiseled 
in 1846, is the “ Discovery of Am erica.” 
The armor of Columbus is a faithful 
copy of the original suit of armor worn 
by the explorer and still preserved in 
Genoa. 
This gronp is mounted on one 
of the gteat buttresses on a level with 
the portico. On the other is Greenough’s 
“ Civilization ; or, The First Settlement 
of Am erica,” being an incident of from 
tier lite. 
Like its colossal companion 
pieoe, it cost $24,000. 
It is upon this portico that every i 
president of the United States since and 
including Jackson has been inaugurated. 
In its center is the celebrated brouze 
door designed 
by Randolph 
Rogers, 
which weighs ten tons. 
It coi-t $25,000 
—$8,000 for the artist’s plaster models 
and $17,000 for the casting, which was 
done in Munich. On the 16 panels into 
which the door is divided are portrayed 
in high relief scenes representing the 
principal events in the life of Colum­ 
bus. 
A fine head of the explorer him ­ 
self looks down from the key of the 
arch, flanked by statuettes emblematic 
of Europe, Asia, Africa aud America. 
Bet in the door frames are statuettes of 
16 individuals associated w ith the his­ 
tory of Columbus aud boud* of those 
who have w ritten histories a l the ex­ 
plorer’s voyages appear between the 1 
panels, surrounded with a running bor­ 
der of heraldic designs, richly decora 
tive in execution. 
Above this door is a bust of W ashing­ 
ton, crowned by Kame aud Peace, aud 
on either side of it are statues of W ar 
and Peace. 
The door fife * entrance to 
the noble rotunda beneath the central 
dome.—New York Journal

The plan was accepted 
recectly. 
Tile wagon will be sim ilar to the 
postoffice wagons in use in the cities 
The postman w ill start from Westmin 
ster in the m orning and visit a number 
of small towns in the vicinity, collect­ 
ing and ii* iivt riug mail en route.

farm er living w ithin two milt - of the 
road along which the wagon pashes will 
be allowed to place a letter box at the
